It is possible that the restricted access to the Observation 
Post at Punta Maisi extends to other Observation Posts in Oriente

Observation Posts were placed in an alert status 
(2/LRL 188-63) , and that the restriction was to be lifted on 
25 November by all thoselposts. 


Further indication that the alert has terminated is the fact 
that the Cuban Navy was engaged in an island-wide communications 
exercise on 25 November. -It is considered unlikely that such an 
exercise would be conducted under alert conditions.
